PERFORMANCE. 

On the Union Course, L. I., when 3 years old, 
i Sir I.oVell ran a match against a Dinwiddle 
Colt of C. R. Golden’s, three mile heats, and won, 
i distancing his antagonist: — when 4 years old he 
won the two mile sweepstake, over the Union 
1 Course, L. f. bearing live good horses. In the fall 
. of the same year he was tiained again, and ran 
j or the *5200 purse, two mile heats, over the Pough- 
] keepsie course, which he won with ease, heating 
| Hotspur, Timoleon, and a number of other cele- 
brated horses. The night following, his groom 
foundered him — notwithstanding, on the last da} 
of the same month, (October) he won a sweep- 
stake, 3 mile heats, over the New Market Couise, 
L. L, beating Grey Roman (out of Ariel’s dam) 
and many others. In the winter follow ing, he was 
sold to a gentleman of Pennsylvania, and was to 
j be delivered to him on the 1st of April, in cover- 
ing condition — the contract not having been made 
good on the part of the purchaser, he was again 
put in training and commenced walking. On the 
6th of April, at the time he commenced training, 
he was very fleshy — notwithstanding , on the 12lh 
day of M ay follow ing, he was entered for the $400 
purse, three mile heats, which he won with ease, 
carrying 122lbs. beating the famous tnare Ariel, 
Bachelor and Yankee Maid- -time, first heat 5in. 
47s. — second heat, 5m. 53s. 'Faking into con 
sideration the very short tim« he had been in train- 
ing (fv'e weeks) this lace was considered as one 
of ihe best ever run on Long Island, and at unce 
stamped SIR LOVELL as a first rate race horse. 
In the ensuing week, he ran with Ariel for the 
$500 purse, four mile heats, at Poughkeepsie, 
where he won the first heat in great time,7in. 
50s. considering the state of .the course, which 
was very heavy — the second heat he led the mare 
three and three quarter miles, when she passed 
him and won the heat — he was then withdrawn. 
There was no jockeying at the time; it was ow- 
ing to his want of sufficient training that be lost 
the race. Two days aftciiyards, over the same 
course, he took the $200 purse — two mile heats — 
beating Lady Hm.ier, Maiylarul Eclipse, and 
M a lion — lime, first heat 3m • 51s., carrying 1 1 lbs. 
This is great time , considering Lovell run eight 
miles two days previous, but it was soon forgotten 
m his superior and almost unequalled time, time 
of the second heat — which was contested inch by 
inch in the most spirited style by Sir Lovell and 
Lady Hunter, and won by Lovell in 3ni. 46«. — 
When if is known that the course is eight feci over 
a mile, and that tue horses carried" six-year-old 
weights, this heal will doubtless be recorded as 
one of the quickest in (he annals of racing. In 
the following week, he ran a Match Race of two 
mile heais, over the Union Course, L. I., for $6,- 
000, with the well known mare Irouetie, in which 
lie won the first heat in 3m. 45s. and in Ihe next, 
distanced Ihs opponents in 3m. 45s. Thus run- 
ning four races in the shoit space of two weeks and 
only losing a single heal — further comment is un- 
necessary . 

Puffing has become <c common with persons 
who have horses, that I deem it a disgrace to a good 
ho rye to say more than what is recorded in the 
Sporting Registers concerning them, for which, as 
to SIR I.GVELL, the public is referred. Lov- 
ell will stand at my stables on ihe 'Fates’ creek 
road in Jessamine county, 8 miles from Lexington 
and five from N icholasville. Owing to the great 
number of horses in Kentucky , Lovell will be let 
to rrares at the reduced price ol 30 dollars, which 
can be discharged bv 25 dollars if paid in the sea- 
son. The season w ill commence on the 1 Oth of 
March, and end the 1st of July. All possible 
care taken with Mares from a distance, but no lia- 
bility for accidents or escapes. Good pasturage,

Connected with ihe Georgetown College (Ky.) 
w ill commence its summer session on the 2nd day 
of May. 

'Fhis school has been in operation 12 months, 
in which time not more than 10 or 12 young men 
have been qualified for the field. 

The West Point Academy adds a very limited 
number to the profession annually, and the 
most of these are employed by the Government.

$10,000,000 to that object! Tne whole Missis- 
sippi Valley is catching the same spirit, and w ill 
soon bring all the resources of her widespread tei- 
ritory to bear on this subject. 

Fhe Profession of the Civil Engineer is now the 
most lucrative and honorable in America. 

What must it be in three years from this time! 
The harvest is abundant : the Reapers are few. 

These views and prospects have induced the 
Professor to extend his course — making it Ihor 
nugh\\\ Theory and in Practice. To this end 
he will cause suitable Drawings and Models ol

Huston; and that 
it. resulted in the entire overthrow of that 
part of the .Mexican army — the rein lining 
corps being at or near 8an Felipe, sixty 
miles in the rc ir. 

The advanced corps consisting of eleven 
hundred men, were half or peasly h ilf killed, 
and the remaining half taken prisoners, in-”* 
eluding the President himself, with his staff, 
and the most of his principal officers; and 
that he has declared himself ready and wil- 
ling instantly to acknowledge the indepen- 
dence of Texas.”
